Teachers union head 
says no to cut in pay 


by Arlene Surprenant 

For now, Wilmington teachers are 
not prepared to give up all or part 
of the five percent pay raise due 
them July 1. 

In an effort to find money to fund 
next year's budget without serious 
cuts in programs and jobs, the local 
school committee has been 
approaching the system's 11 
bargaining units to see if they would 
be willing to take a cut in pay. Ina 
letter dated May 13, committee 
Chairman Bob Peterson asked 
teacher's association President John 
Wood if his union would make 
concessions in salary next year. 

In his letter, Peterson stated, "the 
school committee does not intend 
this letter to be construed as any 
type of pressure to the WTA to 
return the raises, as its sole intention 
is to save professional positions in 
any way possible." He went on to 
add the returned monies would 


apply to teacher salaries. At least 14 
teachers are slated to be laid off next 
year. 

In response, Wood wrote, "the 
Town of Wilmington continues to 
impact schools more than other 
municipal services in resolving its 
financial woes. This disparate treat- 
ment of the school budget makes it 
increasingly difficult for us to make 
further concessions in salary." 
Wood also tied the concessions to 
the failure of the school board to 
resolve "violations of the contract 
and duties of bargaining." 

Wood informed the committee he 
had discussed the letter with his 
executive board and would circulate 
it to all teachers. According to 
committeeman Dr, Shirley Callan, 
the teachers only received the letter 
Friday, May 22. 

In summation Wood wrote,"If you 


have .. . an offer that indicates a 
willingness of the town to make 
education a higher priority, we 
stand ready to listen." 

The discussion of both letters was 
brief at last Wednesday's school 
board meeting. A majority of the 
committee expressed anger that 
Wood tied the request to unresolved 
issues between both sides. Many said 
they had hoped the general union 
membership would have had a 
chance to respond, 

"I read this as a no. I'm really 
disappointed about this," said Brad 
Jackson after the meeting. 

“We assumed it would go to the 
whole body . . . but, on the other 
hand, we understand the hesitancy," 
said Linda McMenimen referring to 
the fact that teachers gave up part of 
their salaries last year while other 
units didn't. 


Possible pay raise for substitutes

Long-term substitute teachers in 
Wilmington may soon have their 
pay increased beyond the $45 to $50 
a day they presently receive. The 
issue, which had essentially been in 
limbo since it was last brought up in 
March, came up before the school 
committee at its meeting last 
Wednesday. 

Arguing that long-term subs are 
"in-effeet; the-permanent-fulltime 
teacher," Supt. William Fay pro- 
posed to increase sub pay to $90 a 
day after 20 days in the classroom 
and to $135 a day after 55 days. 

"My concern is that $50 a day just 
doesn't cut it,” said Fay. 

According to the superintendent, 
there are approximately six substi- 
tutes this year who would be eligible 
if a new pay package is approved. 
The subs, said Fay, are mostly 
certified professionals who do the 
work of full time instructors 
without additional pay. Their job 


Four youths 
arrested 
in beating 


A Wilmington youth was badly 
beaten Friday night in an incident 
which police say is related to an 
increase in gang activity in town. 

The*l5-year-old youth was beaten 
up by four others on Wisser Street.

Chief Bobby Stewart said the 
four were involved with one of 
two gangs currently active in town. 

Chief Stewart said he was 
especially concerned about activity 
in the Silver Lake area. The gang 
in that area has been trying to stake 
out "turf" around the lake and into 
Tewksbury as far as the Oakdale 
Mall, 

"I'm not going to have this all 
summer," said Stewart. He said he 
especially would not tolerate any 
intimidation of other youths in the 
community, 


includes writing lesson plans, tes- 
ting, grading report cards, meeting 
after school with students and 
parents, and attending open houses. 

While the board was in agreement 
that the subs are a dedicated group 
and the issue will be reviewed 
further, some ‘committeemen won- 
dered aloud where the money would 
come from to pay both the substitute 
and regular teacher who was out on 
sick leave. 

"I respect them and value them 
(but) there simply isn't any money," 
said Dr. Shirley Callan. 

"It's going to start a precedent 
we'll never get away from," 
claimed Linda McMenimen, 

Fay said monies could be trans- 
ferred from unencumbered funds, 
or monies not spent by the end of 
the fiscal year, into the substitute 
account to pay for this year's subs, 
Callan took exception to this 
solution saying she was concerned 
with how the public would perceive 
such a transfer and the fact that 
there were unspent funds in the 
middle of a budget crisis. Fay 
explained there is about $82,000 left 
over, mostly from the special needs 
account, and those monies cannot be 
transferred to the 1993 budget. It is 
difficult to predict how much 


would be needed for special edu- 
cation in a given year, added Fay. 

Committeeman Brad Jackson said 
he felt like he was caught "between a 
rock and a hard place" on the issue. 

He said while the board has an 
“obligation” to compensate subs for 
the job they do on a long-term basis, 
he felt the committee.could not 
afford Fay's proposed salary scale. 
He offered his own proposal which 
would inérease salaries 40 $100 a 
day once a sub is in the classroom 
over 30 days. 

John DeMarco reminded his board 
you get what you pay for. 

“We have to spend money to keep 
our kids in a good learning 
environment. If you're worried 
about the bottom line, that's the kind 
of education you're going to get," 
he said. 

Peggy Kane urged the board to put 
more thought into the matter. She 
favored more compensation but 
asked Fay to bring back figures 
showing the impact of the two plans 
plus a third suggested by Chairman 
Bob Peterson.

School board to 
seek new attorney

*Tell you if something happened 
that made them feel uncomfortable 
in any way.

Nothing can happen to the under-20 crowd. 

They are impervious to problems and the risks of everyday 
living which beset the beleaguered adult world. After all, 
American teenagers are the country's most glamorous clique, 
free from debt, always beautiful and looking perfect, setting the 
fashion trends, while largely innocent to the political issues of 
the day and a nation in economic and self-identity turmoil. 

Teens don't want to grow up because age is a disqualifying 
factor triggering expulsion from this impregnable teens-only 
oasis, a carefree zone which makes Club Med dreary and tedious 
in ccmparison. 

They are the 1990's Untouchables. 

Or so they all thought. 

The kids at Shawsheen Tech were hit with the cold and shrill 
reality last week that al! of this is the Big Lie of their 
generation. They learned painfully that nobody's free from 
danger and harm, not ever a fellow classmate who was 
successful, popular and from a very loving and intimate family. 

John C, Ferreira was a member of the Class of '93 from 
Billerica, He'll miss Pomp and Circumstance hext June, He was 
killed in his car as he tried to negotiate a part of the road on 
Alexander as it connects with Hopkins Street in Wilmington: 
Shawsheen Superintendent Charles Lyons said he asked Billerica 
off s in 1987 to widen the roadway. But Wilmington Deputy 
Police Chief Bernard Nally attributed the accident to "excessive 
speed for the conditions of the road” at the time. 

Speaking to teens about safe driving is about the toughest sell 
out there. Lyons said students in the Tech's senior class had just 
been lectured on lead feet by Dean of Students Jack Bowen. 

But it always seems to take a tragedy to deliver the message. 

John C, Ferreira was the tragedy, and his mother wants John's 
friends and other teens to learn from it. Her letter distributed to 
Shawsheen kids is titled "A Mother's Plea." Mrs. Ferreira has 
given the Town Crier permission to print this. It communicates 
a message better than I could ever hope to: 

Before I go any further, I want to let kids out there know 
what happens to a family when a child is taken away from them 

! thought I knew how it felt after seeing, hearing, and going, 
to young people's funerals. If I upset you by this I'm sorry, but 
maybe it will shake you up so much you'll think twice before 
you say | won't get caught, I'm cool. It can't happen to me. 

The first thing they do is come to you and tell you there's 
been a very bad accident and to immediately go to the hospital. 
In our case it was in Boston. Do you have any idea how long it 
takes to get to a hospital when you're so distraught and have to 
go over 20 miles in rush hour traffic? It seems like an eternity. 

When they put you in a family room I think you realize, this 
is serious! But, the worst is yet to come. Three or more people 
come in and tell you there is no easy way to tell you this but, we 
‘did everything we could for your son. No one should ever hear 
those words, 

If you think that it stops there, it doesn’t/They ask you to 
come to a room and identify his remains. 1 not only did this 
once, but twice, or I couldn't take my son home to Billerica. 

This is only the second day of a soon to be week I'll never 
forget. You have to go to a funeral home and listen to things 
you never wanted to hear about and then pick out a casket for 
your precious child. Now it starts to set in: wake, funeral, 
priest, cemetery and flowers. 

Speaking of flowers, not knowing where my son's car had 
gone, I proceeded to order flowers at a florist. Guess what? His 
car was in the gas station next door. So, 1 forgot about the 
flowers and went to his car. Do you have any idea what it's like 
to see what's left of it and try to scavenge anything that will 
remind you of him? It seemed like his world inside that car. His 
shop (electrical) tools, notebooks, tapes, clothes and one more 
item, only one show, where's the other one? 

On to the family at home. His 11 year old and nine year old 
brother and sister don’t understand why it was him. His 22 year 
old sister and his best friend, Julie, is totally devastated. His dad 
told me, "He was my first born son and my namesake," he can't 
even sign his own name without breaking down. And me, his 
mother, can remember the day he was born and all the years in 
between. How he wrapped me around his baby finger. In my

eyes, ke was perfect and could do no wrong. But you see he did 
do wrong, he left me and my family here gn earth to live 
without him. 

He’s everywhere I look, everything | touch. I can't imagine 
my life without him. Someone has ripped my heart out and left 
me numb. 

This letter might sound cruel, but if it makes the rest of you 
realize, you're not indestructible, you're not invincible, you are 
human, and it can happen to you. Think what you're leaving 
behind if you go away. 

Yes, you suffer, but you get to go to a better place, but us, we 
have to stay here forever without you in our lives. Parents are 
not supposed to bury their children. 

Briefly in politics 

. .. Wilmington Town Counsel Alan Altman lost one last 
week, but this time it wasn't a court case. Altman got the 
heave-ho from the school committee, which opted to drop the 
barrister who just survived re-appointment as town counsel by 
the board of selectmen. That re-appoinment was despite 
questions on his benefits package and the high number of cases 
Wilmington has lost in the courts. 

But his luck ran dry last Wednesday when school committee 
members canceled Altman's $75 per hour contract, which last 
year put another approximately $7,000 in our favorite 
barrister's pockets. "We were unhappy with his performance," 
said a committee member who asked not to be named. "There 
was the sentiment that he couldn't serve two masters." 

Altman had the conflicting task of representing both the town 
government and the school committee, at times when both are at 
legal loggerheads with onc another. Last summer Committeman 
Phil Fenton questioned Altman on how he could comfortably 
wear both hats, Altman was unabashed in his answer, stating that 
if he every had to choose between the two he'd be with the 
"town side.” 

The vote to ax Altman was five to nothing. Fenton was absent, 
recuperating from surgery, and Attorney Bob Peterson 
abstained, 

Perhaps that vote was professional courtesy. 

. .-An amendment to the proposed state budget for next fiscal 
year would benefit public schools in Wilmington and Tewks- 
bury to the tune of a quarter of a million dollars plus. Passed by 
a near unanimous vote, and education aid measure supported by 
representatives on both sides of the aisle would send an addi- 
tional $100 per pupil to Massachusetts municipalities. 
Wilmington would reap $279,400 in additional assistance, 
Tewksbury $372,900 and Shawsheen Tech $106,700. 

After a marathon budget debate last week in the House, the 
Fiscal year 1993 budget passes to the senate where there is 
reportedly strong support for the education amendment which 
has a total price tag of $84 million. The school aid hike proposal 
comes as state leaders continue to examine major education 
reforms for public education in the Bay State. "If it survives the 
budget process it will provide needed relief in this budget 
crisis," said Committeeman B, 

. . .While the list of congressional contenders is set, the rather 
important issue of what district candidates will run in remains a 
topic of speculation and even a few wagers. After the state 
legislature finally settled on 11 districts, which split Wilmington 
between Seventh and Sixth and kept Tewksbury in the Seventh, 
the redistricting battle moved to the U.S. Supreme Court. The 
pols, meanwhile, are holding their breath waiting for the other 
shoe to drop. 

One scenario is that the high bench will cut Massachusetts by 
one congressional seat, sending state lawmakers back to the 
redistricting drawing board and creating a melee for both voters 
and candidates. 

Todd Domke is a Republican political consultant retained by 
two congressional candidates. Domke said the Court will 
probably rule for 10 districts, bouncing the process back to the 
Massachusetts Legislature where the new district lines are 
anybody's guess. Domke said "It's unpredictable"-and that not 
even the insiders know what will happen. Imagine a three 
person poker game with everyone wearing their poker face," 
said the Republican consultant, describing the key players on 
Beacon Hill which include Governor Weld, House Speaker 
Charles Flaherty and Senate President Billy Bulger.

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High school adopts 
i aa day

Wilmington High students, for te 
most part, will be having one less 
period a day next year because of 
budget cuts which have reduced 
both academic courses and staff at 
the school. According to Principal 
Paul Fleming, there will be 25 less 
academic sections, five less courses 
in reading, and six less faculty 
members next year. 

The eight-period day is being re- 
duced to a seven-period day with a 
flex eighth period for courses ha- 
ving too many scheduling conflicts. 
Traditionally, an eight-period day 
provides a chance for students to 
take a maximum number of elec- 
tives. Next year the high school will 
have longer periods with the 
seventh period ending at 1:45 p.m. 
and the eighth period ending at 2:35 
p.m, Teachers involved in the flex 
courses will begin their day during 
the second period so as not to violate 
their contract. All courses will end 
early enough so students may take 


advantage of after-school sports and 
activities, the principal said. 

Fleming recommended the seven 
period day to the school committee 
last Wednesday as a way to crea- 
tively deal with fiscal constraints. 
Committeemen, in turn, praised the 
principal for his idea and thoughtful 
presentation, 

"I think it's a very creative 
solution," said Peggy Kane, 

Supt. William Fay explained that 
Fleming was trying to get the maxi- 
mum out of surviving programs at 
the school, It was felt if the school 
continued with an eight period 
schedule, more students would end 
up in study halls, which would be 
hard to supervise with less staff. 
Under the new schedule, students 
can still take three five credit 
electives or six semester electives 
over four years. Additional 
curriculum opportunities are being 
developed in collaboration with 
neighboring schools,

2. Inspect your squash, pumpkin, 
and cucumber plants for cucumber 
beetles. The first two or three weeks 
of June is the time these voracious 
little pests appear. The beetles are 
ladybug size, with black and orange 
stripes. They can shred an entire 
plant in two days if they go 
unnoticed. At the first sign of this 
insect, dust the plants lightly with 
rotenone or Sevin powder, and 
repeat the application very three 
days until the 20th of June. 

3. Plant cucumber and summer 
squash seeds, if you haven't already 
done so. The soil is warm enough to 
sprout these seeds quickly and the 
chances of having an extended cool 
period diminishes each day. 

4. Begin to weed the garden. Early 
June signals the start of weed 
season. If you faithfully-do a little 
weeding every weekend, you can 
stay ahead of the weeds. A better 
way to control weeds is to keep a 
liberal layer of mulch up and down

Wilmington legislators agree 
on term limitation vote 


Last fall, well over 1000 
Wilmington voters signed petitions 
for a constitutional amendment to 
limit the terms of politicians. Polls 
show that 65-80 percent of the 
people are in favor of some sort of 
term limitation. Last Wednesday in 
a Constitutional Convention at the 
State House, the Massachusetts 
legislators ‘used parliamentary 
procedures to prevent a vote which 
would have put the issue before the 
voters on the 1994 ballot. 

The legislative leadership and 
many long term members were 
obviously against term limitation 
and had a well organized plan to 
prevent it from coming to the floor 
for a vote.

mingham), who has announced he 
is not running for reelection (and 
thus will not have to suffer the 
wrath of his constituents), to 
present initial motions to defeat the 
constitutional process. His first 
motion was to alter the order of 
the agenda by changing the term 
limitation item from first to last. 
The ploy here was apparently to 
delay discussion on the issue until 
there were not enough legislators 
present to constitute a quorum (100 
required) and thus have a binding 
vote. The motion to. change the 
agenda unfortunately passed, 107- 
81. Senator Burke then immediate- 
ly offered another motion to 
reconvene the Constitutional 
Convention on June 10. Such a 
move to the beginning of the 
summer season would also make 
getting a quorum more difficult 
with the same "no vote" conse- 
quences. This motion barely 
passed, 100-87. Later on, the 
legislative leadership said they had 
taken these steps to get a court 
opinion on the constitutionality of 
the, term limitation, amendment 
before proceeding further. Some- 
how, this just seemed to be another 
excuse to do nothing, 

The bright light amid all this 
gloom and doom at the State House 


was the Wilmington legislative 
delegation. Representatives Mari- 
anne Brenton, Rob Krekorian and 
Jim Miceli and Senator Bob Buell 
all voted to leave term limitation 
first on the agenda and not to 
reconvene at a later date. They at 
least felt that the Constitutional 
Convention should proceed as 
intended by the founders of our ‘ 
Constitution and the agenda should 
be taken up and the issues should 
be voted on. While we don't know 
for sure how they would voted on 
the term limitation amendment, 
they at least felt that the legislature 
had the duty to discuss and vote on 
such an issue, This is, after all, 
what the people expect and should 
get. 

In a pessimistic era when many 
lump together all politicians as the 
reason for our problems, we in 
Wilmington should be thankful that 
our delegation at the State House is 


not like all the others and is trying 

to open up the democratic process 

to make it more responsive to the 

people. We urge them to keep 

trying and wish them better lack in 
the future,

New England's endangered species 


by Bill Conlon 


When you read about endangered 
species, such as eagles, spotted owls 
and whales, your mind may wander 
to faraway places. 

Don't look so far from home. We 
do have endangered and threatened 
species right here in New England. 
There's an incredible variety of 
wildlife in this region, and some of 
those species are in trouble. 

Take the Timber Rattlesnake, The 
"Don't Tread On Me" flag from the 
colonial times has a fresh meaning 
these days, because a huge fine and 
possible jail term may result if you 
threaten or annoy a rattlesnake in 
Massachusetts. Once very common, 
(perhaps TOO common, if you ask 
acolonist) Timber Rattlers are now 
teetering on the brink of extinction, 

But there is good news, like the 
Piping Plover. This little bird has 
the bad habit of nesting on beaches, 
The eggs are the color of stones, 
which works to their advantage, but 
the nests are out in the open, which 
leaves them vulnerable to bare feet, 
beach buggies, dogs, and all sorts of 
dangers. With the complete closure 
of some beaches, we now have 160. 
nesting pairs of Piping Plovers, and 
Massachusetts boasts the only jump 
in numbers for this bird along the 
entire Atlantic seaboard. 

More good news is the Pygmy, 
Shrew, the smallest mammal in the 
U.S. The first specimen of Pygmy 
Shrew in the Bay State was found 
last year, under sad circumstances, 
but at least now we know they're

here. The little critter was found, 
drowned, in a discarded bottle on 
Mt. Greylock, but the discovery 
still came as a pleasant surprise: 

Massachusetts can also take pride 
in the 57 eagles counted during the 
state's January “wintering” survey. 
With 56 Bald and one Golden Eagle 
found during the survey, the Bay 
State has shown a big increase from 
the 44 total eagles found last year. 
Four of the Bald Eagles (3 adults, 1 
immature) were located along the 
Merrimack River, just a few ZIP 
codes from Tewksbury, so keep an 
eye open when you're near the big 
river, 

On the down side, there's not too 
much good news about the Regal 
Fritillary butterfly or the Britton's 
Violet. Only one Regal Fritillary 
was spotted last year, which is not 
good, and swamp-loving Britton's 
Violets now grow in five known 
locations, down from the 20 sites of 
a few years ago. 

However, we do have Grey Seals, 
which were discovered breeding at 
the Monomoy: National Wildlife 
Refuge off the coast of Chatham, 
Grey Seals grow up to eight feet 
long and weigh up to 800 pounds, 
much bigger than the Harbor Seals 
we also have, and Grey's are now 
increasing along the coast of New 

England. 


Also encouraging is the outlook 
for the American Burying Beetle, 
an insect which carries the same 
legal protection as the Bald Eagle.

Wilmington still looking at 
sewage treatment plant 


Seven or eight months ago 
Arthur Smith, then chairman of the 
Wilmington Water & Sewer 
Commissioners, disturbed by the 
increasing costs of sewer service to 
Wilmington, proposed that the 
town take over about 49 acres of 
land in South Wilmington off 
Eames Street, and have its own 
sewage disposal system, 

The site Smith proposed was, 
many years ago, known as National 
Polychemicals. Successors to that 
firm have been Stepan, then Olin, 
which closed the plant three years 
ago. 

What Smith proposed was a 
sewage treatment facility, with the 
clean water resulting to flow into 
the Ipswich River, or into a 
Woburn stream. 

The idea was discussed by the 
Water & Sewer Commissioners, 
but did not become a solid 
proposal, 

Smith was proposing to divert the 
Wilmington sewer, which runs 
along the railroad, to the 47 acre 
site. He would save the town its 
Share of the expenses of the 
MWRA attempting to clean up 
Boston Harbor The three members 
of the Sewer Commissioners hoped 
to get something going, but were 
unable to. 

The proposal, if it could be 
carried through to fruition could, 
the commissioners had agreed, save 
~the town a lot of money, because of 
the expense of the MWRA. 

Noel Baratta, P.E., a Deputy 
Commissioner and Chief Engineer 
of the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission in Boston, and also a 
member of the Wilmington Sewer 
and Water Board, brought up 
Smith's proposal for discussion, 
Monday evening, in a meeting of 
the Wilmington Sewer. Financing 
Advisory Board, held in the Town 
Hall. 

Noel wanted to know if Smith's 
proposal was technically feasible, 
and wanted to "look" at the point 
where such a facility would 
discharge into a river or stream. 
His thoughts did not get discussed. 

Paul Palizzo expressed a few 
opinions: If I'm going to get 
sewerage I want to know when, 
and what I will be paying for. No 
one is going to pay out of his 
pocket! 

"Costs are going up!" Chairman 
George Allan reminded the com- 
miftee. "That's more of a concern 
than betterment charges!" 

Arthur Spear asked a question 
about people who might be re- 
turning to private sewerage instead 
of using the town sewer. He was 
answered by Paul Niman, the 
Water Department Superintendent. 

"The Board of Health won't allow 
itl” 

George Boylen: "I'd love to 
throw this into the sclectmen's lap, 
and leave it up to them." 

The discussion had been going on 
for an hour and a ‘half. Chairman 
George Allan expressed the idea 


that maybe they could meet with 
the selectmen and fincom. 


George Boylen: "Invite tem to 
our meeting — get everyone 
screwed up!" Allan told him to 
check on the 14th or 28th — 
"That's their meetings!" 

There had been a number of 
suggestions, which it seemed, did 
not register with other members 
during the hour and a half meeting. 

Chairman Allan discussed briefly 
the possibility of the selectmen 
getting a petition to the State House 
on finances. 

Niman reminded the members 
that, now that changes had been 
made, the selectmen are in a 
position to have "input" to the 
Water Department. 

"Their role has changed. How 
many years is it to be expected, for 
a program?" he asked. 

George Allan discussed the idea 
of preparing an "Education Paper" 
for the public, and "try to tell the 
people what is going on!" 

Noel Baratta "My sense is that the 
town has agreed to a 100 percent 
sewerage for the town." 


Sewer questionnaires 

The Wilmington Sewer Planning 
Finance Board, appointed by the 
Town Manager met on May 4. 
Afterward questionnaires were 
mailed to Wilmington homes, 
seeking opinions on the future 
financing of Wilmington sewers. A 
total of 5000 questionnaires were 
mailed. No signatures were 
requested. As of June 1, 1162 had 
been returned. 

Of those, 614 reported that they 
would like to see Wilmington 
completely sewered in 15 to 20 
years, There were 520 who voted 
No; 28 were not sure of their 
response, 

Question 5, those who would like 
to see the town 100 percent se- 
wered, 146 preferred betterments, 
120 wanted payment through the 
tax rate; 74 wanted sewer. and 
water rates, and 234 thought it 
should be by a combination. Forty 
did not know, did not care, or 
answered none of the above. 

Responses from those who did 
not want, or were not certain what 
they wanted about 100 percent 
sewerage found: Betterments 93, 
tax rate 44, water and sewer rates 
48, combination 82, and don't 
know, don't care, none of the 
above 281.

In the late 1970's it seemed 
feasible to extend the sewer toward 
the. Silver Lake area of Wil- 
mington, That area had small house 
lots, and wet ground, poor 
conditions for septic systems. 

Seven sewer extensions were laid 
out, and were bid, successfully, 


The federal government and the , 


state paid for much of the work — 
90 percent. Included in the seven 
sewer extensions was the laying of 
sewers around Silver Lake, Main 
Street, Walker Street, Dexter 
Avenue, Reading Avenue, and 
northerly along the "wildcat" 
railroad; as far as the Charles 
River Laboratories, 

The idea behind it all was 
"ground water protection." 

The entire length of Ballardvale 
Street was equipped with sewer, at 
No cost to the town. 

A consortium of developers built 
the sewer to serve the industrial 
buildings they were building in the 
area. 

Water was then installed along 
Ballardvale Street, and sewers 
were allowed to cut across back 
lots. The important part was that 
the sewers were to be "operated" 
by gravity, with no pumping 
Stations. 

Other sewer work, for which the 
department did not have to pay, 
involved Hopkins Street, where Jay 


Tighe was constructing "affordable » 


housing." Tighe installed new 
water mains, and new sewers, 
extending from Grove Avenue. 

He included a sewer main for the 
Shawsheen School, which was a 
savings in costs to Wilmington. 

The state had an "affordable 
housing law" of which some 
builders sought to take advantage. 
Tighe knew what he was Uoing, 
and was able to cooperate with the 
Water and Sewer Department. 
Other would-be builders did not 
understand the situation. 

Meanwhile the sewer department 
sought to extend sewers to other 
streets. The MWRA, as it is called, 
had been established, principally to 
clean up Boston Harbor. 

There had been a decision by a 
Federal judge which was not well 
received by the various towns and 
cities, and which resulted in the 
"MWRA" actions. Popular reaction 
blames MWRA, but it was the 
action of the Federal judge, in 
ordering that Boston Harbor be 
cleaned up, which is costly to the 
Property owners today. 

Readers of the Boston newspapers 
are aware, at least in part, of the 
situation, 

It seems that, as things now stand, 
Wilmington will continue to pay 
"MWRA" costs, unless the 
Wilmington Sewer Financing 
Advisory Board can manage to 
somehow reduce costs.

A foul game 
with many hits: 
mailbox baseball

The Rob Reiner movie "Stand By 
Me" will not be remembered for its 
cinematography or script, but one 
scene in the film will forever linger 
in the minds of homeowners, postal 
officials and police, 

In one scene, a carload of young 
hoodlums is riding in a convertable 
and playing "mailbox baseball." 
One of the rowdies leans out of the 
car with a baseball bat, smashing 
mailboxes along the road, one after 
another. Misses are called "strikes" 
and boxes that stay on the pole are 
called "fouls" as the boys destroy 
‘one box. 

That scene of “mailbox baseball" 
troubles homeowners and police to 
this day. Last year, a carload of 
teens destroyed about 40 mailboxes 
in Lowell, Chelmsford, Billerica 
and Tewksbury in a single night. 

Tewksbury Postmaster Angelo 
D'Ambrosio said his office has no 
jurisdiction over the destruction of 
a mailbox, which belongs to the 
homeowner and not the postal ser- 
vice. Complaints of vandals hitting 
and destroying mailboxes must be 
given to local police, he said. 

The Postal Service, D'Ambrosio 
said, takes action only if the theft of 
mail is reported, although he said 
his carriers often report smashed 
mailboxes to police. 

If there is no mailbox, the Post- 
master said, a resident's mail will 
be held in General Delivery until 
the box is replaced. Residents may 
ask for their mail at the front desk 
while waiting to install a new box. 


Tewksbury saw four mailboxes 
ruined in one recent week, and 
Postmaster D'Ambrosio said spring 
is the worst season for mailbox 
damage. Fireworks and being hit 
by a vehicle are the most common 
forms of mailbox destruction, he 
said, but "mailbox baseball" is now 
a real problem, 

He advises residents to take down 
the registration of any vehicle that 
may be involved in mailbox smash- 
ings and report it to police, and for 
residents to watch for teens leaning 
out of car windows, especially with 
baseball bats in hand. 

Or, as noted by the accompanying 
photos, residents might consider an 
armoring of their mailboxes. Boxes 
on the "downstream" side of utility 
Poles are hard to hit from a moving 
car, and some mailbox makers are 
designing decorative boxes with 
steel reinforcements. 

If every mailbox on your street is 
destroyed some night, remember.to 
blame the movie.

Wakeficld’s finest conserva- 

tion lands is a well kept 
secret campus that has, for the 
Past Seven years, been turning out 
some of the more practical leaders 
of tomorrow’s industry, 

The secret place is not guarded 
by electronic fences but is actual- 
ly open to the view of those peo- 
ple that stop to admire the well 
kept campus grounds of the 
Gordon Institute, that lies along 
the banks of the Saugus River, 
just in back of the Colonial Hilton 
Hotel. 

The Institute is unique in sev- 
eral different ways from such uni- 
versities and graduate schools 
such as Harvard and MIT.

Another unique facet is the fact 
that the school is totally an educa- 
tional institute and therefore 
receives no federal grants. This 
has been done through the aus- 
pices of the Bernard Marshall 
Gordon Foundation, which 
subsidizes the costs of the 
Institute against the tuitions 
received from the students and the 
companies who have sent them 
for their “internship.” 

Dean Jerome Levy recalls the 
details of the 1984 conversation 
with Bernard M. Gordon, presi- 
dent and chief executive officer of 
Analogic Corporation, which led 
to the start of the Institute. 

At the time, Gordon had con- 
tributed money the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology for the 
formation of a chair to improve 
the realistic training of engincers 
in undergraduate programs. 

According to Levy, Gordon 
“saw graduates of engineering 
schools become more and more

narrow in their fields,” 


He expressed a concern that 
the new engincering students suf- 
fered from a lack of knowledge as 
to what was really going on in the 
world and in the world of produc- 
tion. 

Levy noted that MIT was hav- 
ing a problem finding a suitable 
person to run the program and had 
asked for a change in the limita- 
tions of the gift. 

According to Levy, Gordon 
turned to him during a conversa- 
tion and said, “it is time we start- 
ed our own school.” 

As Levy further noted, “Bernie 
puts his money where his mouth 
was to develop engineers that can 
produce a product.” He thus 
became the founder and chairman 
of the board of the Institute. 

In response Levy said “Lets do 
this like a real engineering pro- 
ject. We will specify the product 
(an engineer) and what that engi- 
neer ought to be to compete in the 
global market,” 

About the same time, Gordon 
was invited to make the keynote 
speech before the European 
Society for Engincering 
Education's Annual Conference at 
the University of Erlangen- 
Nuremberg, Germany. 

That speech, “What is an 
Engineer?” was to®outline the

According to Levy, that objec- 
tive is to develop engineering 
leaders. 

He said “The program to do so 
must be built with the same 
description that we expect-of a 
leader.” 

Because of this factor, Levy 
developed a program full of many 
unique factors. First of all, the 
program would be a 12-month 
instead of 10-month schedule. 

It runs from the first of June to 
the end of May and none of the 
courses are electives. 

Levy said the courses are based 
on “our model of the engineering 
leader.” 

He notes that leader is a per- 
son, male or female, “who is able 
to talk, motivate, discuss every 
detail of the project with any con- 
sultant.” 


For these reasons the program 
is designed to strengthen the par- 
ticipants science and math knowl- 
edge. 

The student will also learn 
other facets that go into making a 
product. These facets include 
items such as timing and pricing. 

Levy said “The student learns 
that the product has to come out at 
the right time and the right price.”

what is needed to lead.” 

Toward this end the faculty at 
the school is carefully picked and 
in another break from academic 
tradition, they are told what their 
course prospectus will be. 

The students at the school are 
also carefully selected. They must 
be qualified as a technical person 
with two to three years of experi- 
ence and the desire to become 
leaders. 


The students must already have 
a concept, idea or requirement to 
develop a product that they wish 
to pursue while in the school. 

In the first 13-week quarter, the 
student must be able to develop a 
plan for the product development. 
In the second quarter the product 
undergoes the design stage. 

This is followed by the devel- 
opment and fabricating and test- 
ing in the last two quarters, 

At the end of the course, the 
student receives a Masters of 
Science in Engineering 
Management which is recognized 
by the state Board of Higher 
Education and the New England 
Association of Schools and 
Colleges (NEASC). 


One aspect that Levy is very 
proud of is that the Institute 
received its accreditation from the 
NEASC within a very short peri- 
od of time. 

As a result of the Institute's 
success negotiations have been 
ongoing with Tuft’s University 
and that college will be taking the 
Institute under it's wing as part of 
their College of Engincering. 

Details are still being worked 
out as to the exact integration of 
the program. 

Levy noted one irony of the 
Institute is that it was establihed 
to help American productivity. 
However, 50 percent of the stu- 
dents come from other countries, 


“That is a positive aspect in 
that our students learn the meth- 
ods and skills of these other 
nations,” Levy said.

Getting in focus with contacts 


Although we live in a society 
that no longer approves of dispos- 
able products, an exception might 
be needed for disposable contacts, 
The lenses, which require no care 
and are discarded after a week, 
can do more than provide greater 
convenience for the wearer, In 
certain instances, there are sound 
medical reasons that justify their 
use, 
People who are prone to an eye 
condition called giant papillary 
conjunctivitis or GPC benefit 
from disposable lenses, according 
to Dr. Jack V, Greiner, an ophthal- 
mologist: affiliated with 
Winchester Hospital, who fits 
contact lenses with his associate, 
Charles Leahy, M.D. "These indi- 
viduals react to lenses on which 
are coatings derived from compo- 
nents of mucus oil and water tear 
secretions," he explains, "With 


regular soft lenses, worn over a 
period of months or even years, 
the coating builds up on the lens. 
Wearers must clean the lenses 
daily and put them through an 
overnight enzyme soak once a 
week to curb the coating build-up. 
Because the disposable lenses are 
only worn for a week, there is 
hope that the coating build-up is 
reduced," 

Dr. Greiner also noted that dis- 
posable lenses can be a good 
interim solution for people who 
have lost lens tolerance. "We have 
patients who remove disposable 
lenses for a daily cleaning, then 
throw them out after a week, 
Although having to clean the lens- 
es daily diminishes the conve- 
nience that draws people to them 
in the first place it does give them 
an alternative to going back to 
glasses." 


Whether convenience or medi- 
cal need are at the heart of the 
decision to wear disposable lens- 
es, there are a few important steps 
to take to ensure the ongoing 
health of the eyes.

The first is to get fitted by a 
specialist, According to Dr. 
Greiner, fit is the most important 
factor for a lens wearer, not 
because of comfort but because of 
health. "A poor fit can damage the 
delicate surface of the eye, pro- 
viding easier access for infection- 
causing microorganism," Dr. 
Greiner explains, The issue of fit 
is extremely important with dis- 
posable lenses because they are 
sold on the basis of one or two 
standardized sizes, rather than a 
custom fit. If you fall within the 
group that gets a good fit with 
these limited choices, you won't 
be increasing your chances for eye 
problems by wearing disposable 
lenses, 

The second step is to see your 
eye doctor if you do have prob- 
lems. This is important because of 
the way disposable lenses are

sold, which is in packages of mul- 
tiple lenses or several months sup- 
ply. "When a person gets regular 
soft contacts, he or she is seen at 
frequent intervals by an eye spe- 
cialist to monitor the fit and make 
sure that the lenses are without 
manufacturing defects," Dr. 
Greiner notes, "But, a person buy- 
ing 52 pairs of contacts over the 
course of a year may get some 
irregular or flawed lenses. They 
may not notice the defect until 
there is a problem." 

Finally, Dr. Greiner emphasizes 
that wearers should not try to 
extend the life of their lenses. "In 
hard economic times, some peo- 
ple wear their lenses continuously 
far beyond the week limit," he 
says. "Since the potential outcome 
is an infection and temporary or 
permanent loss of contact lens tol- 
erance -- it's simply not worth it."

The plot doesn't look like 
much, A second-rate lounge 
singer hides out in a convent after 
she sees her gangster boyfriend 
plug one of his employees, But a 
spectacular cast keeps "Sister 
Act" from becoming yet another 
poorly conceived, Catholic come- 
dy. 

Whoppi Goldberg is the Diane 
Ross "wannabe" who busts in on 
married mobster Harvey Keitel 
just as he's pulling the trigger ona 
disloyal underling, Goldberg 
heads straight for the cops where 
she finds a smart detective (Bill 
Nunn) who knows he must quietly 
Stash her in a really safe place, 


You see, there's a leak on the force 
and a huge bounty on her head, 
thanks to boyfriend Keitel, The 
detective puts the lounge singer in 
4 conservative and strict convent 
tun by the formidable Maggie 
Smith, 

Goldberg, Smith, Keitel and 
Nunn take these stereotypes -- the 
singer, the nun, the cop, the gang- 
ster -- and pump enough life into 
them so that this comedy Teally 
takes off. Goldberg's in your face 
energy is diametrically opposed to 
Smith's control. These two create 
a truthful comedic tension as

But the actuality is Smith's 
Mother Superior has not adapted 
to the harsh realities of the neigh- 
borhood around her. Instead of 
trying to help her poverty-stricken 
neighbors, she's hidden out in a 
crumbling church and forced the 
sisters in her charge to hide with 
her.

As Goldberg finds her niche as 
the convent's new choir mistress, 
she helps the sisters re-enter the 
20th century.
